Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the4

fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, for energy and5

water development, and for other purposes, namely:6

which $3,000,000 is provided for the Eastern Arkansas3

OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE, GENERAL5

For expenses necessary for the preservation, oper-6

ation, maintenance, and care of existing river and harbor,7

flood control, and related works, including such sums as8

may be necessary for the maintenance of harbor channels9

provided by a State, municipality or other public agency,10

outside of harbor lines, and serving essential needs of gen-11

not to exceed $56,480,000 of the funds provided in this8

(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)20

For construction and rehabilitation of projects and21

parts thereof (including power transmission facilities for22

Bureau of Reclamation use) and for other related activi-23

ties as authorized by law, to remain available until ex-24

pended, $432,727,000 of which $23,272,000 shall be25

available for transfer to the Upper Colorado River Basin26
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Fund authorized by section 5 of the Act of April 11, 19561

(43 U.S.C. 620d), and $153,793,000 shall be available for2

transfer to the Lower Colorado River Basin Development3

Fund authorized by section 403 of the Act of September4

30, 1968 (43 U.S.C. 1543), and such amounts as may5

be necessary shall be considered as though advanced to6

the Colorado River Dam Fund for the Boulder Canyon7

within the overall appropriation under this heading: Pro-15

vided further, That funds contributed by non-Federal enti-16

ties for purposes similar to this appropriation shall be17

available for expenditure for the purposes for which con-18

tributed as though specifically appropriated for said pur-19

poses, and such funds shall remain available until ex-20

pended: Provided further, That no part of the funds herein21

approved shall be available for construction or operation22

of facilities to prevent waters of Lake Powell from enter-23

ing any national monument: Provided further, That all24

costs of the safety of dams modification work at Coolidge25
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Dam, San Carlos Irrigation Project, Arizona, performed1

under the authority of the Reclamation Safety of Dams2

Act of 1978 (43 U.S.C. 506), as amended, are in addition3

to the amount authorized in section 5 of said Act.4

OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE5

For operation and maintenance of reclamation6

projects or parts thereof and other facilities, as authorized7

by law; and for a soil and moisture conservation program8

on lands under the jurisdiction of the Bureau of Reclama-9

tion, pursuant to law, to remain available until expended,10

$286,521,000: Provided, That of the total appropriated,11

the amount for program activities which can be financed12

by the reclamation fund shall be derived from that fund,13

and the amount for program activities which can be de-14

rived from the special fee account established pursuant to15

the Act of December 22, 1987 (16 U.S.C. 460l–6a, as16

amended), may be derived from that fund: Provided fur-17

ther, That of the total appropriated, such amounts as may18

be required for replacement work on the Boulder Canyon19

Project which would require readvances to the Colorado20

For the cost of direct loans and/or grants,12

$9,000,000, to remain available until expended, as author-13

ized by the Small Reclamation Projects Act of August 6,14

1956, as amended (43 U.S.C. 422a–422l): Provided, That15

such costs, including the cost of modifying such loans,16

shall be as defined in section 502 of the Congressional17

Budget Act of 1974: Provided further, That these funds18

are available to subsidize gross obligations for the prin-19

cipal amount of direct loans not to exceed $23,000,000.20

In addition, for administrative expenses necessary to21

carry out the program for direct loans and/or grants,22

$600,000: Provided, That of the total sums appropriated,23

the amount of program activities which can be financed24

by the reclamation fund shall be derived from the fund.25
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CENTRAL VALLEY PROJECT RESTORATION FUND1

For carrying out the programs, projects, plans, and2

habitat restoration, improvement, and acquisition provi-3

sions of the Central Valley Project Improvement Act, to4

remain available until expended, such sums as may be as-5

sessed and collected in the Central Valley Project Restora-6

tion Fund pursuant to sections 3407(d), 3404(c)(3),7

3405(f) and 3406(c)(1) of Public Law 102–575: Provided,8

That the Bureau of Reclamation is directed to levy addi-9

tional mitigation and restoration payments totaling10

GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES13

For necessary expenses of general administration and14

related functions in the office of the Commissioner, the15

Denver office, and offices in the five regions of the Bureau16

of Reclamation, $54,034,000, of which $1,400,000 shall17

remain available until expended, the total amount to be18

derived from the reclamation fund and to be19

nonreimbursable pursuant to the Act of April 19, 194520

(43 U.S.C. 377): Provided, That no part of any other ap-21

propriation in this Act shall be available for activities or22

functions budgeted for the current fiscal year as general23

administrative expenses.24

Provided further, That the sum herein appropriated shall16

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Energy Policy Act of 1992, $301,327,000 to be derived1

from the fund, to remain available until expended.2

GENERAL SCIENCE AND RESEARCH ACTIVITIES3

For expenses of the Department of Energy activities4

including the purchase, construction and acquisition of5

plant and capital equipment and other expenses incidental6

thereto necessary for general science and research activi-7

ties in carrying out the purposes of the Department of8

Energy Organization Act (42 U.S.C. 7101, et seq.), in-9

cluding the acquisition or condemnation of any real prop-10

erty or facility or for plant or facility acquisition, construc-11

tion, or expansion; purchase of passenger motor vehicles12

(not to exceed 12 for replacement only), $989,031,000,13

to remain available until expended: Provided, That none14

of the funds made available under this section for Depart-15

ment of Energy facilities may be obligated or expended16

for food, beverages, receptions, parties, country club fees,17

plants or flowers pursuant to any cost-reimbursable con-18

tract.19

NUCLEAR WASTE DISPOSAL FUND20

For the nuclear waste disposal activities to carry out21

the purposes of Public Law 97–425, as amended, includ-22

ing the acquisition of real property or facility construction23

or expansion, $304,800,000, to remain available until ex-24

pended, to be derived from the Nuclear Waste Fund. To25
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the extent that balances in the fund are not sufficient to1

cover amounts available for obligation in the account, the2

Secretary shall exercise her authority pursuant to section3

302(e)(5) of said Act to issue obligations to the Secretary4

of the Treasury: Provided, That of the amount herein ap-5

propriated, within available funds, not to exceed6

$6,000,000 may be provided to the State of Nevada, for7

the sole purpose of conduct of its scientific oversight re-8

sponsibilities pursuant to the Nuclear Waste Policy Act9

of 1982, Public Law 97–425, as amended: Provided fur-10

ther, That of the amount herein appropriated, not more11

than $8,500,000 may be provided to affected local govern-12

ments, as defined in the Act, to conduct appropriate activi-13

ties pursuant to the Act: Provided further, That within14

ninety days of the completion of each Federal fiscal year,15

each State or local entity shall provide certification to the16

Department of Energy, that all funds expended from such17

payments have been expended for activities as defined in18

Public Law 97–425, as amended. Failure to provide such19

certification shall cause such entity to be prohibited from20

any further funding provided for similar activities: Pro-21

vided further, That none of the funds herein appropriated22

may be used directly or indirectly to influence legislative23

action on any matter pending before Congress or a State24

legislature or for any lobbying activity as provided in sec-25
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tion 1913 of title 18, United States Code: Provided fur-1

ther, That none of the funds herein appropriated may be2

used for litigation expenses: Provided further, That none3

of the funds herein appropriated may be used to support4

multistate efforts or other coalition building activities in-5

consistent with the restrictions contained in this Act.6
